Never enthusiaetic over Bryan and 
rather disposed to adverse criticism, 
we were never counted among the Bry- 
an worshippers and we will not be so 
counted to day. This, however, can 
not prevent us from regarding Brymn 
as he is to-day, and stating the opinion 
thus formed openly and above board. 

The like of Bryan has never ap|ieared 
in this country before. His greatness 
has grown upon the people and, to-day, 
he stands before them the most power- 
ful Americafi who ever rose to emi- 
nence, either upon his own merits or 
through the heritage from somebody 
else. No instance ha* heretofore oc- 
curred. nor can any instance be expect- 
ed hereafter to occur in which the peo- 
ple have so signally expressed their 
confidence in sny man. It is strange 
beyond conjecture, complex beyond so- 
lution and intricate beyond demonstra- 
tion. 

Without office, without patronage, 
without wealth, Bryan has more in- 
fluence in the United States to-day than 
any five men that could be named, in- 
cluding both Roosevelt snd Mr. Taft. 
What is it thst has put him next to the 
hearts of the people we do not pretend 
tossy. It is beyond our reasoning and 
above our conception. 

Some say that he ia loved like Clay 
was loved; others thst he has magnetic 
power over the hearta of his partisans 
aa Blaine had, and more contend that 
he is revered. But the truth is, that 
neither the case of Clay nor Blaine nor 
Lincoln furnishes a parallel. The 
love for Clay waa largely aectional and 
psrtiaan, and the affection of the masa- 
es for Blaine was largely confined to 
the ranks of his own party. Lincoln 
waa not revered in hi* lifetime. In 
two-thirds of the land of this great 
country he was unpopular after the as- 
sassin's bullet had made him a national 
martyr. Clay had patronage and .rep- 
resented wealth; Lincoln had patron- 
age, but he stood for the lowly and the 
weak, although he was not clear! v un- 
derstood until death removed the din 
and dust of the fierce combat in which 
he was the stern arbiter. 

But how different with Bryan! 

An humble citizen now, on a little 
farm in Nebraska with no income ex- 
cept that of a platform speaker, and 
not as much even aa a clerkship to be- 
stow, he sits on his porch to day, in- 
fluencing the course of more than sev- 
en millions of voters and shaping the 
destiny of the greatest republic the 
world has ever known. It is bossism; 
it is leadership— the highest, broadest, 
most comprehensive leadership ever 
known in the politics of nations. Twice 
defeated for the Presidency, his name 
is upon more human lips at this hour 
than any leader living or dead. . Moth- 
ers consecrate their duty by pointing 
their sons to Bryan; old men, whitened 
in the seasons of struggle, and boys 
just girding on their armor, pronounce 
the name of Bryan aa the most illuatri- 
ojs and powerful champion (f human 
liberty. 

Why is it? We do not know. His- 
tory furnishes no explanation. Prece- 
dents are looked up in vain. The past 
brings nothing to acconnt. for the pres- 
ent in the mutter of the popular belief 
in Bryan. —Western Spirit, Paula, Kan- 
sas.

Gov. Patterson, of Tennessee, grant- 
ed a pardon to Chester O'Bryan, a son 
of an aged minister at Dawson Springs, 
Ky.

A few weeks ago Smith, Iwith 
a shot gun, killed five hogs belonging to 
Sam Wiggins, another cousin. Last 
Thursday evening Smith and a brother 
of Sam Wiggins had a sharp quarrel 
over a debt. Both quit, saying it would 
be settled later on. When Lee Wig- 
gins was killed, a brother of his re- 
marked that he would kill Smith before 
the year ended. Between the cousins 
it is hard to say, and it may never be 
known who is guilty.
